The Office action mailed October 5, 2009 is withdrawn in favor of the non-final 
action that follows which takes into account the preliminary amendment to the claims 
(which eliminated multiple dependency) filed April 21 , 2006. The time period for 
response is reset to start with the mailing date of the instant Office action. The 
examiner considered and initialed the PTO-1449 filed 4-21-2006 and was made of 
record in the previous action. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4,15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, "relatively high ... other Bayer liquors" is indefinite as to what the 
metes and bounds of "relatively high" are because it is not known which Bayer liquors 
are the "other Bayer liquors". 

In claim 15, "organic/polymer coating" is indefinite due to the slash mark as to 
whether either or both are required. 

In claim 16, "it" is indefinite as to what "it" refers to. 

In claim 17, "or pulses stream of ultrasonic energy" is indefinite as to what this is 
to mean; it appears that - or pulses of ultrasonic energy - was intended. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over El 
Kadi '277 or SU 430060 or BR 9701866 or McGrath et al. 

Each of El Kadi and SU '060 and BR '866 and McGrath et al., teaches or at least 
suggests the instantly claimed process of treating various streams of the Bayer process 
including the liquor, the precipitated alumina trihydrate, and collector material, such as 
sodium hydroaluminosilicate. See col. 4 of El Kadi; the abstract of each of SU '060 and 
BR '866 and pp. 35-37 of McGrath. The taught process of treating with ultrasonic 
energy, being the same as instantly claimed, would also destroy organics absent a 
showing to the contrary.
